OBSERVATIONS 


ON THE 


MANAGEMENT OF FLOWER SEEDS, ETC. 


——-@-0—__. 


As the successful cultivation of Flower Seeds depends entirely 
upon their management, we offer the following few hints, which i 
may be found useful to amateurs : 

The soil should be well prepared and reduced to a fine tilth, and } 
a light dressing of artificial manure will be found of considerable \ 
service. Most of the varieties should be sown very shallow, being : 
barely covered with a sprinkling of fine soil. Some few of the | 
large seeded varieties, such as Sweet Peas, Convolvulus, etc., are 
exceptions to this rule ; these may be sown about half an inch deep. 
Particular attention should be paid to this, as more failures arise 
from deep sowing than from any other cause. The tender varieties 
need the shelter of a frame or green-house ; among such may be 
enumerated Calceolaria, Primula, Cineraria, Pelargonium, ete. ; 
and some few, termed half-hardy, should be sheltered by a bell- 
glass. , 

We should recommend that the hardy kinds be protected by 

means of a few boughs placed over the beds at the time of sowing. 
This will effectually shade them from the scorching suns and pro- 
tect them from the effects of drying winds. When well established 
the boughs may be remoyed. Keep the beds moderately moist, and 
carefully avoid caking of the surface. Keep weeds down. 


PLANTS. 


The best time for transplanting ornamental trees, shrubs, etc., is 
immediately after the first rain, and continuously thereafter until 
the month of May. Plants in pots, however, may be set out at all 
seasons of the year. ‘To insure a successful growth, the soil should 
be well prepared beforehand by digging, and an abundance of ma~ 
nure, if the ground is poor. AJl plants should be well staked after 
planting, to secure them from the action of the wind.

SOIL. 
The proper compost for Hyacinths, Tulips, Crocus, and most other Bulbs, is 


the following: One-third sand, one-third well-rotted cow-manure, and one-third 
good garden mould.

TIME OF PLANTING. 


The preferable season for planting all hardy Bulbs is from October to February; 
but they can be set out at any later time, as long as the Bulbs remain sound. 


SPECIFIC CULTURAL DIRE CTIONS. 


Hyacinths in Glasses.—The single kinds succeed best. Fill glasses with rain- 
water, Place the Bulb so that its base barely touches the water; then put them 
in a cool, dark place, for from four to six weeks. Remove, by degrees, to full 
light and air, Change the water once a month, or place a lump of charcoal at 
the bottom of the glass, to prevent water becoming impure. 


Hyacinths in Pots.—For single Bulbs, use pots five inches in diameter and 
five inches deep; or ten-inch pots for three Bulbs. Fill pots with good soil; 
coyer Bulbs all but the crown, press the earth pretty firm, water freely, and 
place in a dark cellar for two or three weeks, then remove to a moderately warm 
room, and give them plenty of light and air. 

Hyacinths in the Garden.—Plant six inches apart and four inches deep. 
Six weeks after flowering, when leaves are yellow, take up the Bulbs, dry in 
shade, and put carefully away in paper bags, for planting again in the Fall. 

Depth of Planting Bulbs.—Tulips, Polyanthus, Narcissus, Lilies, Gladiolus, 
etc., should be planted four inches; Crocus, Snow Drops, and other small Bulbs, 
two inches deep.
